WASHINGTON (Reuter). - Doc- 
tors said yesterday the large tumour 
removed from President Reagan in 
major surgery on . Saturday was 
cancerous, but they believe all 
malignancy has been eliminated ap a 
result erf the operation. 

Dr. Dale Oiler, the U.S. Navy 
Captain who removed two thirds of a 
metre of .the 74-year-old president's 
colon that contained the tumour, 
said biopsy results obtained yester- 
day afternoon showed there was can- 
cer in the growth. 

But he quickly added that the 
cancer “was contained within the 
muscle of the bowel wall such that 
there was no evidence of spread'' to 
surrounding tissue. 

Dr. Stephen Rosenberg, a mem- 
ber of Reagan’s surgical team, said: 
“There is a greater than 50 per cent 
chance that the president now has no 
cancer whatsoever, that there arc no 
cancer cells in his body, and he is 
completely cured,"

Car bomber kills 10, uses 
Red Cross flag as cover

METULLA. - Ten Lebanese were 
. killed when a car-bomb exploded in 
the village of Tibnit just north of the 
security zone in South Lebanon 
shortly after 4 p.m. yesterday. Two 
of those killed were soldiers of the 
South Lebanese Army. The others 
were civilians employed in a nearby 
bakery. The bakery was seriously 
damaged in the explosion. 

A Peugeot 504, flying a Red Cross 
flag, approached an SLA-manned 
roadblock between the security zone 
and northern Lebanon. When the 
soldiers explained that the crossing- 
point into die security zone was 
closed, the driver detonated the 
charge, killing himself and the- 10 
others. 

The Associated Press reported 
that hours after the attack. Beirut’s 
state-run television broadcast a final 
message from die man it said was 


responsible. Hisham Abbass, a 
member of the Syrian Ba’ath Party 
from north Lebanon, said: “I want 
to salute our first comrade, straggler 
Hafez Assad. 

All five crossing points between 
the zone and the north have been 
closed since the car-bomb blasts in 
Hasbaya and Ras Bayada last week, 
in which a number of Tj»han^u* civi- 
lians were killed and injured. The 
Ras Bayada crossing was reopened 
yesterday, but only to pedestrians. 

Much earlier yesterday, two SLA 
soldiers were wounded when their 
outpost at Aramta came under shell- 
fire in the early hours of the morn- 
ing. Security sources said yesterday 
drat recent hostile acts were being 
carried out by extremist Shi’ite 
groups with the backing of Syrian 
Intelligence. Their aim was to intimi- 
date the citizens of South Lebanon 
and particularly the SLA, the ; 
'sources added.

TEL AVIV. - The Histadrut is to 
announce this morning over the 
radio whether a general strike 
has gone into effect. Govern- 
ment, Histadrut and private sec- 
tor leaders were still meeting late 
last night in an attempt to reach a 
new wage agreement and pre- 
vent the strike. 

. Indications were that an agree- 
ment would be reached and the 
strike cancelled, though the meeting 
was expected to last until the early 
morning. 

The meeting began around mid- 
night, with many of the participants 
arriving at the prime minister’s 
bureau in Tel Aviv directly from the 
opening of the Maccabiah. 

Manufacturers Association 
sources denied Histadrut allegations 
that they had backtracked on agree- 
ments reached earlier in the day in 
the light of June's 14.9 per cent rise 
in the consumer price index, re- 
leased yesterday. 

They said that the private sector 
employers were still prepared to sign 
an agreement, but only if a public- 
sector agreement was signed simul- 
taneously. “We are not prepared to 
see public-sector workers get more 
than those in the private sector,” one 
participant said. 

Histadrut participants also stres- 
sed that they were not prepared to 
sign an agreement pertaining to one 
sector only. 

The Histadrut strike committee 
yesterday completed preparations 
for the open-ended general strike, 
while emphasizing that this would be 
cancelled if the talks ended success- 
fully. The committee derided to ex- 
empt certain sectors from striking 
and to allow others to operate on a 
Shabbat footing. 

In the event of a strike: 

• Newspapers will appear this 
morning and tomorrow, though the 
radio and television will broadcast 


news programmes only. 

• Fuel stations will remain open. 

• Egged and Dan bus cooperatives 
will work, though non-members will 
be on strike and schedules will be 
disrupted. 

• Hospitals and clinics will operate 
on a Shabbat footing. 

A four-member team will deride 
which vital sectors of the security 
apparatus can stay open, and 
another team will grant exemptions 
to industries whose production lines 
could be seriously damaged by a 
shutdown. 

Hopes were high last night that an 
accord could be reached for a new 
wage deal in the public sector after 
the Histadrut and the private em- 
ployers reached an agreement ear- 
lier in the day. Last night's talks were 
aimed at adapting that agreement to 
the public sector. 

In tenns of the agreement, public- 
sector wages will be eroded by some 
10 per cent by next March when 
negotiations for new labour and 
cost-of-living agreements are due to 
begin. A compensation payment of 
14 per cent will be made with July's 
salaries at the beginning of August - 
4.2 per cent lerwer than the sche- 
duled increment. 

An additional one-time 12 per 
cent payment will be made in early 
September. Finally, another 11.5 
per cent supplement will be paid in 
three instalments, 4 per cent in De- 
cember, 4 per cent in January and 
3.5 per cent in February 1986. 

Starting with November salaries 
paid in December the C-o-L incre- 
ment will be paid every time that 
monthly inflation rises above three 
or four per cent, as opposed to the 
existing C-o-L agreement which pro- 
vides for payment only when infla- 
tion exceeds 12 per cent. The incre- 
ment will be paid at the rate of SO per 
cent of the consumer price index. 

The public sector agreement is 
expected to provide for an 11 per 
cent supplement in August and two 
subsequent payments of some 10 per 


cent each, finance Minister Yitzhak 
Moda'i is adamant that public-sector 
wages must be eroded more than 
those in the private sectOT. if civil- 
service layoffs are to remain limited. 

Those paying only up to 20 per 
cent income tax will be exempt from 
National Insurance Institute pay- 
ments. which will increase their net 
wages by 5 to 6 per cent. 

In addition, the revision of tax 
brackets and welfare points in Octo- 
ber is expected to ensure that net 
wages do not drop, and could lead to 
a slight increase. 

The agreement on wages is ex- 
pected to include principles gov- 
erning the planned dismissal of some 
9,000 public service workers. Nego- 
tiations over the dismissals between 
the Treasury and union leaders 
reached deadlock on Sunday. 

The government has rejected the 
demand of the unions that workers 
choosing voluntary resignation re- 
ceive preferential benefits, and that 
the lists of those to be dismissed be 
drawn up by works committees and 
not the directors-general of the va- 
rious departments" 

The Histadrut has been holding 
parallel talks with the government 
and the manufacturers for the past 
two weeks. The breakthrough came 
on Sunday when the manufacturers 
agreed in principle to the Histadrut's 
proposals for private sector com- 
pensation. However, in a marathon 
trilateral session on Sunday night, 
which lasted until 4 a.m. yesterday, 
the three sides failed to find an 
acceptable formula for adapting that 
agreement to the public sector. 

The new wage agreements will be 
phrased in terms of the existing wage 
and C-o-L agreements, thus nullify- 
ing the government’s plan to rule by 
decree. However, Histadrut 
Secretary-General Yisrael Kessar 
stressed yesterday that the govern- 
ment can deride to enforce the de- 
crees at any stage.

Braaz noted that, in submitting 
tax returns for theft and burglary, 
the man would not be in criminating 
binisetf. Only the Finance Minister 
would be authorized to pass in- 
formation to the police and this 
could be prevented by an appeal to 
the High Court of Justice.

Zimbabwe leader’s wife lashes out at Zionism

NAIROBI. - Sally Mugabe, wife of 
Zimbabwe’s prime minister, yester- 
day lashed out at the “thorns in the 
flesh of women and children — apart- 
heid and Zionism.”

“The women of Palestine have 
suffered long enough. We call on the 
international community to work to 
end the Israeli aggression and the 


regime in South Africa,” she told 
journalists from all over the world. 

“Apartheid and Zionism are very 
thorny problems and they are prick- 
ing, women and children in South 
Africa and Palestine. If we women at 
this conference allow them to con- 
tinue pricking the flesh of women, 
then we have not done our job at this 
conference." 

. Two weeks ago, Mugabe’s party 
gained an overwhelming victory in 
Zimbabwe's first general election 
since independence in 1980, and 
Mugabe indicated that he- would 
move to turn its multi-party demo- 


cracy into a one-party state. 

Asked if there would be any 
change in Zimbabwe's attitude to its 
Jewish minority, Sally Mugabe 
yesterday refused to comment, 
saying that was a matter of govern- 
ment policy.

“We came here to discuss issues 
related to women,” said Ora 
Schweitzer of Na’amat.

a concerted action, well organized. 
Whatever we- try to discuss, always it 
becomes diverted to purely political 
discussions.” 

Poet Ruth Resnick, a member of 
Peace Now and an official of a shel- 
ter for battered women, said she was 
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shouted down at a normally open 
forum when she began reading a 
poem of peace, called “To All 
Mothers.” 

Attorney Hanna Elroy said a dis- 
cussion on women in prison was 
dosed by its chairwoman when Arab 
women began raising political issues. 
It resumed under different lead- 
ership, but Elroy said she was not 
allowed to respond to anti-Israel 
statements. . 

. “We just hadn't expected this hos- 
tility,” said Schweitzer. However, - 
she noted one poignant meeting with 
an Arab worhan professor from the 
West Bank. 

u T am not against you/she told 
me after we spoke for a while,” 
Schweitzer recalled. “I asked her to 
accept a book Of paintings by Jewish 
and Arab children. She said she had 
nothing to give in return, but I said, 
‘Give me your hand,’ and she did.” 


“Third World” bloc failed to agree 
on a definite agenda in meetings 
before the conference, and in two 
days of intense meetings over this 
last weekend. They even failed to 
agree on the rules of procedure. 

A major object of dissension is the 
Third World and Soviet insistence 
on a “new economic order.” involv- 
ing redistribution of wealth, which is 
opposed by the western countries. 

Further points of dissension are 
the anti-Israel proposals. The area 
critical to Israel is that dealing with 
the review and appraisal of progress 
achieved and obstacles encountered 
in attaining the goals of the decade, 
in which Zionism is being listed as an 
obstacle, -along with colonialism, 
racism and apartheid. 

Israel is also under threat in the 
“forward looking strategies" of im- 
plementation for the advancement 
of women to the year 2000, in which 
the situation of Arab women under 
Israeli administration in the territor- 
ies has special emphasis. 

At the opening session yesterday, 
which was mainly ceremonial, dele- 
gates from practically every country 
in the world - only Burma. Lichten- 
stein and Qatar have not sent official 
representatives - heard UN 
Secretary-General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar say: “For women, all rights 
but no less; for men, all rights, but no 
more." 

Compared with 1975, the start of 
the decade for women, there is today 
much greater awareness of women’s 
problems, greater advocacy of their 
rights and greater understanding of 
their needs, he said.

The increase in prices last month 
was, nevertheless, the highest ever 
registered in June, but was far below 
estimates that suggested an inflation 
rate of up to 20 per cent. 

Not everything in the index rose 
by 1 owe r-th an-expecte d rates. The 
prices of food products went up by 
21.4 per cent last month, those of 
education and culture services by 
19.8 per cent and those of transport 
and communication by 22.2 per cent. 

Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i 
declared that the slower than ex- 
pected price rise showed both that 
there had been a reduction in de- 
mand, and that dealers were not 
charging maximum approved prices. 

Histadrut Secretary-General Yis- 
rael Kessar said that government 
actions had been responsible for the 


high price rises. The increase in the 
food and transport indexes would be 
felt primarily by the lower and mid- 
dle strata of wage earners, he said. 

Kessar added that a substantial 
increase could be expected in this 
month's index, due to the recent 
increases in the prices of subsidized 
goods and services. 

The Treasury said yesterday that 
July's inflation rate would be high, 
because of the implementation of 
the government emergency plan. 
But, the ministry added, in August 
and September inflation would go 
down considerably, with single digit 
monthly rates registered- 

According to the CBS. the level of 
retail prices during the first week of 
July was 25 per cent above June's 
average. But the officials added that 
it would be dangerous to forecast 
inflation based on this figure. The 
officials said that in July, prices of 
fresh produce traditionally go down.

Steinberg c’ttee tax rules

tions of the Steinberg Committee on 
taxation will be approved by the 
Knesset next week. Labour Party 
Secretary-General Ua Baram said 
during a surprise appearance at a 
meeting of labour-council and union 
heads at Histadrut headquarters 
here yesterday. 

Implementation of the recom- 
mendations will enable the govern- 
ment to raise 5400 million in taxes 
from corporations and the self- 
employed, Baram said. He revealed 
that the government had considered 
raising taxes from corporations and 
the self-employed by emergency de- 
crees, but had been dissuaded from 


doing so by Attorney-General Yit- 
zhak Zamir on the grounds that the 
recommendations were awaiting 
Knesset approval. 

Baram was heckled by the union- 
ists several times, when he defended 
the government's economic prog- 
ramme. His appearance at the meet- 
ing followed his intense involvement 
over the past few weeks in mediating 
between Prime Minister Peres and 
Histadrut Secretary-General Yisrael 
Kessar. 

Baram said that he himself sup- 
ported the plan although he was 
opposed to the use of emergency 
decrees. The Histadrut's success in 
removing the issue of decrees from 
the agenda was a major victory, he 
said.

Police decry lynch atmosphere’ in brutality case

Colleagues of the police sapper whom press 
photographer Rahamim Israeli accuses of severe- 
ly beating him last week in the Yarkon Sub- 
District station said yesterday that they will walk 
off the job if the sapper is either suspended or 
fired. 

As the investigation into the affair continues, 
neither the sapper nor the other policemen whom 
Israeli says assaulted him have been suspended 
from duties. 

The police sapper is Gil Kleiman, or Clayman 
(the police would not provide the English spelling 
of his name), a former American, who joined the 
police forex; two months ago. 


The continuing demands for an independent 
inquiry into the beating and into police brutality in 
general infuriated the police sappers in the Yar- 
kon Sub-District yesterday. “If Gil is either sus- 
pended or fired, we'll all walk out,” a number of 
sappers said. 


Other policemen complained of a ‘‘lynch” 
atmosphere against the police before an inquiry 
has been completed and before all the facts have 
been revealed. 

Earlier this week, several Jerusalem police 
officers who know Israeli well warned that they 


will consider quitting the force if the officers who 
assaulted the photographer are not sacked . 

Rav-Pakad Shmuel Barak, of the National 
Police Internal Investigations Department, 
yesterday arrived at the Yarkon Sub-District to 
begin the inquiry into the affair. 

Among those to be questioned by Barak are two 
other recently hired policemen. 

Israeli, a news photographer for The Jerusalem 
Post and other papers was arrested last Thursday 
as he was observing a plainclothes police sapper 
examining a suspicious object on the Tel Aviv 
Promenade. Israeli was held in custody for 12 
hours, and says be was repeatedly beaten and 
psychologically abused during that time by the 
sapper and by a number of other policemen. 

Israeli is unable to work because of the beating, 
and is recuperating in Netanya. Jerusalem advo- 
cate Shneor Zalman Fundanunsky is handling the 
complaint filed by Israeli. Police Minister Haim 
Bar-Lev has asked to meet with Israeli tomorrow. 

Sauces in the Police Ministry lave said Bar-Lev 
is “terrifically angry" about the affair, and that he 
has been devoting a lot of time to the ‘subject in 
recent days. He is determined that the guilty 
parties shall “pay the price”, said a Ministry 
source. 

All parties to the incident - including a volun- 
teer Jerusalem policeman who witnessed the 
arrest and who has agreed to testify for Israeli in 


Asher Wallfish adds : 

' Likud Knesset Member Dan Meridor yesterday 
tabled a private member's bill that would amend 
the Police Ordinance to authorize the attorney- 
general to appoint one of his subordinates to take 
part in internal police inquiries. 

Meridor said it is improper for police to conduct 
such probes alone. 

The Likud Knesset faction meanwhile strongly 
backed the initiative of its chairman, Haim Kauf- 
man, who tabled a motion in the plenum about 
police brutality. 


Police superintendent guilty 
of directing violent ambush 


PET AH TIKVA (Itim). - Five Tel 
Aviv District policemen, including a 
Superintendent, were convicted 
yesterday by the Police Disciplinary 
Court in Petah Tikva of involvement 
in the violent attack on a man who 
had made several bothersome phone 
calls to the wife of a fellow police 
officer. 

The Eve were given suspended 
sentences of confinement to bar- 
racks, and fined. 

Fakad (superintendent) EG Arazi, 
son-in-law of Police Inspector- 
General David Kraus, was the in- 
itiator of the ambush attack on Nis- 
sim Yosef, who had pestered Yehu- 
dit Wolf. Yehudit Wolf is the wife of 
Superintendent Zvi Wolf, who had 
been investigating the murder of 
Nava Elimelech at the time. 

As part of the ambush plan. Wolf 
called Yosef to arrange a meeting, 
but Superintendent Meira Kami 
went in her stead as a decoy. After 
Kami arrived at the meeting place. 


Yosef began climbing in the car, but 
was grabbed by three policemen. 


handcuffed, beaten, put in a police 
car, and taken to a police station. On 


die way to the station, and at the 
station itself, Yosef was beaten 
Hgain. The three officers were con- 
victed of unnecessary use of vio- 
lence. 


The commanders of the three. 
Arazi and Inspector Yair Gutman, 
did not take pan in the actual beat- 
ing of Yosef, but Arazi was con- 
victed of the use of violence for his 
role as the attack's planner. Gutman 
was found guilty of not taking 
reasonable steps to prevent the 
attack. 


In their judgment, the judges 
stated that the five were guilty of 
taking the law into their own hands 
and acting as judges, whereas the 
judiciary has the sole responsibility 
for convictions and sentencing offen- 
ders. 


Tsur to meet with Ethiopians today 


Absorption Minister Ya'acov 
Tsur is to meet today with repre- 
sentatives of striking Ethiopian new- 
comers. He will ask them not to 
intensify their protest action. 

Tsur is also to reply to four urgent 
Knesset motions concerning the con- 
version of Ethiopian. olim. 

Hundreds of Ethiopian olim in 
Safad were planning a protest march

They told 
reporters yesterday: “We came as 
Jews. If we are not Jews, we’ll return 
to Ethiopia!” 

Many of them have been on a 
hunger strike for two days at the 
Safad Absorption Centre. They are 
not allowing absorption officials into 
the building. 


Shultz to hold talks on 
Palestinian-Jordanian panel 


HAIFA (Trim). - Hundreds of resi- 
dents of Kiryat Bialik, Kiryat Yam 
and Kiryat Motzkin have been hit by 
a stomach disorder that causes 
vomiting, diarrhea and high fever. 
The source of the outbreak has not 
yet been established. 

About 45 affected people are at 
the Rambam and Rothschild hospit- 
als. where doctors have found that 
the disorder is caused by the 
Schigella bacteria, which results in 
dysentery. 

It is suspected that the drinking 
water of the three townships has 
been polluted by a seepage of sewer 
water.

WASHINGTON. - Secretary of 
State George Shultz is to hold con- 
sultations at the end of this week and 
the beginning of next week on the 
possible composition of the Palesti- 
nian part of the Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation for negotia- 
tions with the U.S. and Israel, admi- 
nistration sources say. 

The State Department thinks that 
an acceptable list of names from 
“less than a dozen" Palestinians, 
which the PLO sent to the U.S. via 
Jordan, can be found and that a 
timetable for talks with Under- 
secretary of State Richard Murphy 
can be worked out. 

The sources said that American 
professors of Palestinian origin are 


not included in the list, which in- 
cludes Palestinians from the admi- 
nistered territories and outside 
them. The list is “not famous names, 
but names known to American ex- 
perts in the region,” sources said. 

The sources said that the list will 
be conveyed to Israel only after 
Shultz rules on its acceptability, so 
that Israel will not have a veto over

Knesset panel wants 
Nil chief Baruch fired

The Knesset Social Affairs Com- 
mittee yesterday called for the dis- 
missal of Nissim Baruch, the 
director-general of the National In- 
surance Institute, for insulting the 
committee and its . charm an. Ora 
Namir. 

The committee was infuriated by 
Baruch's statement on Saturday 
evening, through his spokesman, 
that N amir bad made “inciting and 
provocative remarks" during a visit 
to Dimona. 

In a -unanimous resolution the 
committee said it was unheard of for 
an appointed functionary to abuse 
an elected Knesset member in this 
manner, for doing her job. Baruch 
showed contempt for the Knesset, 
the committee said, calling on Knes- 
set Speaker Shlomo Hillel to call 
Baruch to order. 

Baruch said on Saturday night that 
Nanrir, “not for the first time, dis- 
torts civil servants' statements for 
her own ends and sabotages the 
proper functioning of the adminis- 
tration.” 

The condemnations of Baruch 
from the Alignment members of the 


Social Affairs Committee were far 
outdone by the Likud's Eliezer Shos- 
tak. who described Baruch's words 
as “atrocious.” and said that no U.S. 
congressman would ever be talked to 
in that way by a civil servant. 

Later Shostak walked into the 
Knesset members dining room, saw 
Social Affairs Minister Moshe Kat- 
sav at a table, went up to him. and 
got out five words before Katsav, 
who had been briefed about foe 
committee’s condemnation, lashed 
back at him. 

Shostak: “That director-general 
of yours....” 

Katsav: “What are you talking 
about? How naive can you get? 
Don’t you see the Alignment MKs 
on the committee are leading you by 
the nose?” 

Shostak: “What do you mean, 
naive? Do you think the Knesset 
should let functionaries talk that 
way?” 

The two Likud colleagues blazed 
away at each other for another cou- 
ple of minute? before Shostak 
walked away, still fuming. -

Gov’t: No Knesset action on clemency

-The coalition is to vote down 
tomorrow a Knesset motion for the 
agenda protesting against moves to 
secure clemency for the Jewish ter- 
ror underground, because both the 
Alignment and the Likud feel that 
neither the Knesset nor the govern- 
ment should get involved in the 
clemency issue. 

Justice Minister Moshe Nissim, 
who will reply to the motion from 
Yosef Sarid (Citizens Rights Move- 
ment), told the coalition executive 
yesterday that nothing should be 


said or done to impinge- on the 
president's prerogatives with regard 
to clemency. 


Energy Minister Moshe Shahal, 
who normally attends coalition ex- 
ecutive meetings with Nissim, said 
there could be no formal initiative on 
clemency from the government as 
such or any of its individual minis- 
ters. 


So far the only minister who has 
come out publicly and unequivocally 
in favour of clemency is Vice- 
Premier and Foreign Minister Yit- 
zhak Shamir. 


Terror trial sentences due within week 


The sentences on the convicted 
members of the Jewish underground 
are to be handed down “within a 
week,” the Jerusalem District Court 
announced yesterday after it 
finished hearing statements made in 
mitigation by the defendants. 

Last week the 15. on trial were 
found guilty of offences ranging 
from murder to teirorist activity. 

Ben-Zion Heineman said that bos 
membership of the group had been 
“passive” and that he had not been a 
party to operative decisions. He said 
he knew that private persons should 
not take on tasks that were the job of 
the government. Heineman said that 
he had already been punished by 
being found guilty of membership in 


a terrorist organization. 

Shaul Nir told the court that the 
actions of the underground bad been 
those of “protest and self-defence.” 
The attempt to portray them as tak- 
ing the law into their own hands was 
wrong. “We didn't intend to estab- 
lish a terror group,” he said. “The 
government is guilty for what we 
did.” He appealed to the govern- 
ment to “listen to foe cry of those 
found guilty." 

Natan Nathanson said that all his 
actions were carried out according to 
“the ideology of wanting to remain 
alive." He said that he and his 
friends understood what they bad to 
do “because of the behaviour of the 
political echelon . ”

Emergency phones for roads, 
possible tax for improvements 


Israel would not qualify for 
waiver of U.S. tourist visas

Nearly 10 years after the. UN 
adopted a resolution equating Zion- 
ism with racism, the U.S. Senate last 
week voted unanimously to de- 
nounce the resolution and called on 
American representatives to “take 
all appropriate actions necessary to 
.erase the shameful resolution from 
■ the record of the UN.” 


The director-general of the World 
Zionist Organization's information 
department, Yohanan Manor, 
pointed out that the condemnation 
, came just in time for the anti-Zionist 
onslaught now taking place at the 
~ international women's conference in 
Nairobi. 


“The information department 
argued in talks with the Foreign 
Ministry that fighting the UN resolu- 
.tioh was important, even at this late 
date," Manor told The Jerusalem 
Post . "We woke up to the idea and 
started to take action about a year 
ago. " Since then, tire depagmeqi. 
"has promoted Jbe holding ofconfer- 
ences of Jewish and non-Jewilh^n*! 
teUectuais and public figures tb fight 
anti-Zionism. • 

The head of the department, Uzi 
Narkiss, said that conferences in 
Washington several months ago and 


in Paris recently were “great succes- 
ses.” 

The Senate resolution , introduced 
by New York’s Senator Alphonse 
D’ Amato and a number of Jewish 
and non-Jewish colleagues, declares 
that UN Resolution 3379 “con- 
travenes tiie most basic principles 
and purposes of the UN charter.” 

In addition, it says, the UN resolu- 
tion “threatens directly the integrity 
and legitimacy of a member state by 
singling out for slanderous attack the 
national movement which gave birth 
to the State of Israel.” The UN 
action on November 10, 1975 was 
one of that organization's “darkest 
moments and may fuel the flames of 
anti-Semitism and anti-Zionism. ’' 
The next step is to move a similar 
condemnation in the U.S. House of 
Representatives, and then to get a 
joint congressional resolution pas- 
sed. 

The Senate also passed an amend- 
ment aimed at expanding the current 
American law whereby the State 
_ D epaitment-isprohibited from-mak- • 
_■ fog payments to the UN for special 
agencies whose actions it opposes. 
The amendment reduced the U.S. 

. contribution to the Committee on 
Elimination of Racial Discrimina- 
tion - set up to implement the UN 
resolution of 1975 - by 25 per cent.

The U.S. is considering a law that 
would exempt nationals of some 
countries from having to obtain tour- 
ist visas to the U.S. But Israel would 
not be one of those countries, be- 
cause the law would apply to states 
where the rate of visa refusal is under 
2 per cent. At the U.S. consulate in 
Jerusalem, the rate is 25 per cent. 

Indeed, for Israelis applying to 
visit the U.S., obtaining a visitor's 
visa is largely a matter of luck and 
depends on the U.S. consular offi- 
cial's mood as much as anything else. 

This was the message of U.S. 
Consul-General in Jerusalem 
Robert Bell in an address to the 
monthly meeting of Jerusalem Skal, 
an organization of travel and tourist 
personnel at the Ramada Renaiss- 
ance Hotel. 


There are about 300 applicants 
daily for visas at the U.S. consulate 
in Nablus Road, with most of the 
applications for immigrant visas 
coming from Arabs in the West

Skal travel agents complained that 
their clients are often arbitrarily re- 


jected for visas and are even more 
frequently subjected to seemingly 
unnecessary requests to appear in 
person at the consulate. 


English is viewed in Israel today 
less as a foreign language and cul- 
ture. and more as an international 
means of communication. This was 
said yesterday by Raphael Gefen, 
chief inspector of English teaching at 
the Education Ministry, at the first 
international conference on English 
teaching at the Hebrew University in 


Jerusalem. 

The conference was organized by 
the English Teachers Association of 
Israel together with the British 
Council, the Hebrew University and 
the Education Ministry.

Bell noted that the consular offi- 
cials are constrained by the law. 
whidi he described as "arbitrary" 
and “rather restrictive." While in an 
American court a defendant is consi- 
dered innocent until proven guilty, 
for a visa applicant it is exactly the 
opposite, he noted, adding that 
much of the decision rests upon tbe 
feelings of the particular vice-consul 
who happens to deal with the case. 

Concerning the proposed bill on 
waiving the need for a tourist visa. 
Bell said he doubted that it would 
pass. He went on to note that even if 
it did, Israel would not benefit, be- 
cause the rate of visa refusal at the 
Jerusalem consulate, which deals 
with residents of Jerusalem and 
Arabs of the West Bank, is about 25 
per cent. He did not know what the 
refusal rate was at the U.S. Consu- 
late in Tel Aviv. 

BeU noted that despite the fact 
that the consulate had just com- 
pleted a “security enhancement" 
construction project, it would prob- 
ably undertake another, similar pro- 
ject this fall.

TEL AVIV. - Within months, 
emergency telephones will again be 
available on three roads leading to 
Tel Aviv from Ashdod. Sha'ar Hagai 
and Givat Olga. Transport Minister 
Haim Corfu said yesterday. 

Corfu told reporters that the pro- 
ject would cost $150,000. Motorola 
won the tender to install the phones 
and maintain the tines for the Bezek 
company, he said. 

Over 10 years ago emergency tele- 
phones were established on the 
Givat Olga-Tel Aviv highway at dis- 
tances of every kilometre on both 
sides of the road. The phones were 


not maintained properly, however, 
and until about 2 Vi years ago none 
was operational. The new phones 
will be 4km. apart. 

Corfu also revealed that today the 
ministerial road-safety committee is 
to meet to consider a proposal by 
Corfu to add a 5 per cent tax on fuel 
to pay for widening dangerous two- 
lane roads. 


The ministry is uniting all bodies 
giving road-safety courses under one 
roof in October. Corfu added, and 
then he will issue a regulation that 
will make it mandatory for veteran 
drivers to undergo refresher courses 
at their own expense. 


Beduin clan that lost appeal 
evacuated north from Avdat 


BONN (Reuter). - A row has flared 
in the West Gennan town of Bergen 
over a proposal to name a road 
leading to the former concentration 
camp of Bergen-Belsen after the 
Jewish child diarist. Anne Frank. 

Frank, whose journal of life hiding 
from the Nazis in Amsterdam 
brought home to millions the horrors 
of the Third Reich, perished at the 
age of 15 at Bergen-Belsen in March . 
1945. 

Local Social Democrats (SPD) 
want the main road to the site re- 
named “Anne Frank Street" from 
“Belsen Street" but the majority 
Christian Democrats (CDU) 
pledged yesterday to vote down the 
proposal when the town council de- 
bates it tonight. 

"Nobody has anything against the 
name Anne Frank, but thepeople of 
Bergen are fed up with shouldering 
an additional burden of guilt for 
what happened at Bergen-Belsen." 
CD LI councillor Guenther Ernst 

Ml id. 

The local weekly newspaper, pub- 
lished bv Ernst, has been filled with 
readers' letters condemning the 
proposal. One said the proposed 
change would "brand Bergen with 
the mark of Cain." 

About 100.000 Jews. Gypsies, and 
Soviet prisoners of war died in 
Bergen-Belsen. most of hunger and 
disease, between 1941 and the 
camp's liberation by British troops in 
April 1945. 

The site is now marked by a gra- 
nite memorial to the victims, a docu- 
mentation centre and mass graves 
covered by heather. No single 
memorial to Anne Frank exists 
either at the site or in Bergen, seven 
kilometres away. 

The SPD suggested the name 
change on May 8. the 40th 
anniversary of the end of World War 
II in Europe, after visits to Bergen- 
Belsen by President Reagan and 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl. 

An initiative by the SPD (o name a 
local school after Anne Frank was 
defeated by the CDU majority 
several years ago. •

"They 
didn't prove any legal claim to the 
land, and at any rate they were not 
there, she added. 

“Some of these families built illeg- 
al structures in the Segev Shalom 
township, even while claiming that 
they had always lived in Avdat." the 
spokeswoman said.

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BRUSSELS . - Deputy Premier J ean 
GoJ submitted bis resignation yester- 
day in protest at the government's 
refusal to accept partial blame for a 
soccer game riot in which 38 persons 
died. 

Hie surprise move put in question 
the future of Prime Minister Wilfned 
Martens's four-party coalition gov- 
ernment, raising the possibility of a 
general election before the sche- 
duled date of December 8. 

Gol, the most prominent member 
of the French-speaking Liberal Par- 
ty .'offered his resignation in a letter 
yesterday morning to Martens, who 
then submitted it to King Baudouin- 

A brief statement issued from the 
royal palace said the king “holds this 
resignation in suspension." 

Gol's move came just two days 
after a parliamentary debate on the 
government's handling of the May 
29 riot at the European Cup soccer 
final in Brussels. Gol and other 
members of his liberal Party had 
called for the resignation of Interior 
Minister Charles-Ferdinand 
Nothomb, who is in charge of all 
police forces. 

Nothomb refused to step down 
and Martens won a 109-3 vote of 
confidence in parliament. Most

members of the opposition parties 
walked out before the vote. 

In his letter, Gol called the par- 
liamentary debate and vote “horri- 
ble,” contending that Nothomb 
should have stepped down and the 


government should have accepted at 
least partial blame for the deadly 
riot. 

(Gol, a right-winger, has been the 
senior deputy premier in the Max- 
tens government. Bom in London in 
1942, the son of Jewish refugees, Gol 
is a law professor who entered par- 
liament in 1971, held junior ministe- 
rial office from 1974 to 1977, and 
became president of his party in 
1979.) 

A parliamentary committee re- 
port' said the British soccer fans 
involved in the riot were primarily 
responsible, but that the game orga- 
nizers and the Belgian security 
forces also were partly to blame. 

In his letter to Martens, Gol said 
the government's refusal to accept 
responsibility for the soccor riot had 
weakened the public's confidence in 
the authority and credibility of the 
state. 

The opposition parties moved 
quickly to raise questions about the 
future of the Martens coalition, 
. which took office in 1981 and has 
survived longer than any Belgian 
government in more than a decade. 
Belgium has had 32 governments 
since the end of World War II.

cans.” 

Irish Prime Minister Garret Fitz- 
gerald said on Sunday that his gov- 
ernment would formally endorse the 
proposal to award the prize to the 
Boom town Rats singer. 

The Star called yesterday for 
Geldof to be awarded a knighthood. 
It said Britian would appear churlish 
if it failed to match the peace-prize 


recommendation with a a top hon- 
our of its own. 

Britain's biggest selling tabloid 
The Sun also recommended a 
knighthood. It said the title “Sir 
Bob” would sound the right note. 

The Daily Mail reported that Gel- 
dof was being referred to as “Saint 
Bob” and said some fans had stuffed 
$20 notes into his pockets at the 
London concert.

53 killed in 
gas explosion 
in China mine 

PEKING ( AP). - A gas explosion in 
a southern China coal mine left 53 
miners dead, and rescuers searched 
yesterday for three stOJ missing. 

The Ministry of Coal in Peking 
said there was little chance that the 
missing men were still alive under 
tons of crushed coal. 

Fifty-four of the 110 miners on Fri- 
day's night shift escaped or were 
rescued when the blast shook Mei- 
tian pit so. 3 in Guangdong's Shao 
guan prefecture. 272 kilometres 
north of Canton, officials said. 

According to the Canton news- 
paper, Nanfong Daily, the accident 
was caused by a sudden gas explo- 
sion which blew out 1,200 tons of 
coal, blocking passages from the 
mine. 

Large amounts of gas and crushed 
coal gushed from the workface of the 
state-owned mine, which lies in a 
rich coal-producing area bridging' 
several counties and bordering 
Hunan province to the north. 

“We believe the three missing 
were buried under the coal blown 
out by the gas explosion, blocking a 
460-metre section of the tunnel," 
said \Vu Xuezhou of the Guangdong 
coal industry department. 

He said 12 victims’ bodies have 
been cremated after identification 
by their families, and the remaining 
41 bodies are in the mine hospital 
I awaiting the arrival of relatives. 


LONDON (Reuter). - Criticism was 
expressed yesterday over the timing 
of President Reagan's abdominal 
operation, and there was concern 
tpo over whether Reagan was ready ; 
to resume control after the nearly 
eight-hour handover of power to 
Vice-President George Bush.

MOSCOW (Reuter). - Soviet In- 
terior Minister Vitaly Fedorchuk 
said yesterday that the police had 
recorded 15,000 violations of new 
drink laws in the month since they 
came into effect. 

In an interview with the Commun- 
ist Party daily Pravda.. Fedorchuk. 
who heads the country's police 
force, said the main offenders were 
salespeople who continued to sell 
alcohol out of legal hours or in 
prohibited places. 

Under the laws, introduced by the 
Kremlin in June to combat rising 


alcoholism, alcohol sales were res- 
tricted to 2-7 p.m. on working days 
and banned in public places or near 
places of work.

Shultz criticizes New Zealand 


CANBERRA ( AP). - U.S. Secret- 
ary of State George Shultz chastized 
New Zealand yesterday for its ban 
on nuclear warships and strongly 
backed the ruptured Anzus military 
alliance. 

“I share with you the hope ihat as 
time goes on. we will be able to 
rectify our differences with New 
Zealand,” Shultz said as he began 
formal talks with Australian leaders. 

Normally Shultz's visit to this re- 
gion would be timed with an annual 
meeting of officials of Anzus. the 
military allian ce between Australia, 
New Zealand and the U.S. But 
Washington ordered an end to milit- 
ary cooperation with New Zeala n d 
when it barred nuclear-powered or 
nuclear-armed warships from its 
ports. 

It is the first time in 34 years that 
New Zealand has been absent from 
the lineup of the three World War H 
Pacific allies. 

Shultz said be would not let the 
dispute with New Zealand get in the 


way of cooperation between Austra- 
lia and the U.S. 

Shultz arrived Saturday in Austra- 
lia after spending three days in Kuala 
Lumpur for a meeting of foreign 
mini sters of the Association of 
Southeast Asian Nations: Yesterday 
he breakfasted with Prime Minister 
Bob Hawke. 

Shultz's remarks indicated the sta- 
tus of the troubled Anzus alliance 
would dominate yesterday's talks. 

Shultz made clear the U.S. re- 
gards Anzus as essential to its Pacific 
policy, saying Soviet expansionism 
during the past two decades has 
grown “steadily and disturbingly, 
not only in Europe but closer at hand 
- in the northern Pacific, along the 
Chinese border, in Southeast Asia, 
and around the Indian Ocean. 

“Today, there are some who say 
that our alliance is not needed be- 
cause this region is at peace. But if 
there is peace, it is in large part 
because of this alliance and the other 
allian ces of western democracies,'' 
he said. 


Five held in U.S. for sending 
aircraft equipment to Iran 


LOS ANGELES (AP). - Federal 
authorities arrested five men, in- 
cluding two who may- be enlisted 
naval personnel, in an alleged smug- 
gling operation that shipped radar 
parts and other military goods to 
Iran, it was reported on Sunday. 

U.S. military equipment sales to 
Iran were banned when Ayatollah 
Rubollah Khomeini took over the 
country six years ago. 

Justice Department sources told 
tire Los Angeles Times on Saturday 
that scaled Federal grand jury indict- 
ments were handed up against three 
San Diego men, a businessman 
arrested in New York and an Iranian 
picked up ib England. - 

A grand jury decides whether cri- 
minal charges against suspects 
should be pursued. 

The arrests came after Federal 
authorities, using court-ordered 
wiretaps to infiltrate the alleged 
ring, discovered sophisticated equip- 


ment had been stolen, apparently for 
shipment co the Middle East coun- 
try, the newspaper said. 

Among the stolen parts was radar 
equipment for the F-14 jet fighter. 

Civilian* employees made thefts 
from an aircraft carrier, believed to 
be the Kitty Hawk, which is based in 
San Diego, and the San Diego-based 
naval supply depot, sources told the 
Times. 

The three San Diego men, two of 
whom may be enlisted navy person- 
nel, were to be arraigned yesterday 
and the indictments against them 
unsealed, the U.S. attorney's office 
in San Diego told the newspaper. 

“As far as we know, nothing really 
readied Iran." an unidentified Jus- 
tice Department source said.

Key nations balk at ban onkilling whales 


BOURNEMOUTH (AP). - An in- 
ternational agency that seeks to reg- 
ulate commercial whaling opened its 
annual meeting yesterday with key 
whaling nations balking at a ban on 
miring whales. 

Protesters from the Save The 
Whales group marched outside the 
37th meeting of the International 
Whaling Commission while the dele- 
gate from Britain appealed to na- 
tions that are members of the com- 
mission to agree to terms of the 
voluntary moratorium, 

British Minister of Agriculture 
John MacGregor expressed dis- 
appointment that Japan, Norway 
and the Soviet Union have not 
agreed to a recommended ban on 
commercial whaling that is due to 
take effect Jan. 1 


“I am sorry that the moratorium is 
not coming into effect with the 
unanimous support of all members," 
MacGregor said at die start of the 
five-day convention. 

“This is a most important year for 
the rwC, a. landmark in the long 
history of man's relationship with 
these most fascinating creatures of 
the sea." 

The 40-nation commission voted 
25-7 in 1982 to stop all commercial 
whaling starting in 1986, with a re- 
view not later than 1990. That means 
that the fleets of Japan and the 
Soviet Union should not set out for 
the whaling grounds in November. 
Norway catches most of its whales in 
its own coastal waters. 

But Japan, Norway and the Soviet 
Union, the world's last three large-

Answer “If there is fresh hard 
evidence that be is alive, of course 
we’d look into it, but- in the mean- 
time Attorney General Edwin 
Meese accepts the evidence.”. 

The Office of Special Investiga- 
tipns was set np in 1979 largely as a 
result of the efforts of New York 
Congresswoman Elizabeth Holz- 
man, Sher says.

The sentence be 
most frequently hears is “Cement, 
could you be an angel and look, at 
this” - a broken steam iron, a bent 
handlebar, etc. And Cement, a tall, 
52-year-old, Tunisian-born angel 
never says "no.” It was to help a 
friend that he created a world first. 

Up till now his inventions have all 
been in the area of his home in 
Nahariya ot work - he is an expert in 
prefabricated mobile homes. But he 
refocused his attention to help a 
friend who is diabetic and whose 
sight, often at risk in tins condition, 
suddenly failed to the point where he 
could no longer see to fill his syringe 
for a dose of insulin. 

Once Cement put his mind to the 
problem, he put together, in a very 
short time, a device that can be 
manipulated entirely by touch. It 
enables the blind or partially sighted 
diabetic to be independent of help. 
He or she does not have to wait for 
another person to measure the 
amount of insulin, draw it into the 
hyringe and hand it to the patient. 
All this can be done accurately and 
quickly without seeing. For people 
Jiving alone it would be an invaluable 
boon. 

* Dr. Alex Ribena, director of the 
Lyn dime in Nahariya and an inter- 


nist. was the first medical person to 
be shown the instrument. He ex- 
plained its use to a patient of his. 
own, a doctor who was both diabetic 
and blind, for it to be thoroughly 
tested. At a recent medical congress 
in Jerusalem, Dr. Ribena introduced 
both the invention and the inventor 
to the assembly of diabetic special- 
ists and stood by while Cement 
demonstrated the insulmeter. A 
great deal of interest was aroused. 

Cement Dadi was a little sur- 
prised at the enthusiastic reception 
for his idea. It was only at the 
insistence of his friends that he was 
persuaded to show it to Dr. Ribena 
and then to take out a patent on it. 
Modestly he explains that he did not 
set out to impress the medical pan- 
dits. He was just trying to oblige a 
pal. But the insulmeter may turn out 
to be the most important aid for 
dfiabetics after the syringe itself. 

This artifact, if manufactured 
here, could become an important 
export item. It is the only one of its 
kin d in the world and would not 
require a large or complicated plant 
to produce it. In the U.S. alone there 
are five to ten million diabetics, and 
in Israel they comprise 15% of the 
population oyer 40. with five per 
cent insulin dependent. All of them 
are vulnerable to diseases of the 
retina and could face the grave possi- 
bility of being unable to carry out the 
delicate procedure of measuring 
d o sage* and filling the syringes on 
which their lives depend. 


the success of the department. “U.S. 
law on the revocation of citizenship 
and deportation is very difficult and 
oar system of justice allows many 
appeals,” Sher explains. "We may 
feel that the people we go after are 
not fit to be U.S. citizens and to live 
in our country, but we must be 
scrupulous,” he adds. 

"We have won the majority of our 
cases and our efforts enjoy strong 
support in Congress.

Sher, 37. is a graduate of Cornell 
University and the law school of 
New York University. He joined the 
department on its foundation six 
years ago after private practice and 
experience as a trial lawyer in 
Washington. Befog deputy to his 
predecessor, Allan Ryan, and in 
charge of the department’s trial 
work, he became bead of the depart- 
ment two years ago. 


HOW WILL future generations per- 
ceive the Holocaust? Scholars and 
laymen alike are pondering this 
question, as the number of survivors 
diminishes, and new generations 
grow up. Shaul Friedlander, profes- 
sor of history at Tel Aviv University 
and an Israel Prize winner and a 
Holocaust survivor, discussed the 
question at a recent lecture. 

Friedlander did not claim to have 
any answers as to how future genera- 
tions will interpret the Holocaust. 
Instead, he raised some of the pecul- 
iar difficulties that the Holocaust 
presents for the collective memory. 

Memory, for example, is usually 
rooted in place, he pointed out. By 
and large, the places associated with 
the Holocaust have either dis- 
appeared Or been transformed. A 
city, such as Vilna, for example, still 
exists, bat it is no longer the same for 
the population has completely 
changed. 

Hie death camps, for the most 
part have vanished. Memorials and 
reconstructions mark the sites. Para- 
doxically, Friedlander argued, these 
memorials are an obstacle rather 
than an aid to memory. Neat, clean 
and conventional, they in no way 
representfi.th&i.real. horror of rfbe. 
camps - the cbuQSfithe murder* the 
madness. 

Finally, Friedlander discussed the 
difficulties of interpreting the Holo- 
caust in literature and in his own 
discipline of history. Conventional 
language, he declared, cannot con- 
- vey the full dimensions of the Holo- 
caust experience.

De-mystifying 
the Holocaust

ber from classics such as Ann 
Frank’s Diary or Elie Wiesel’s Night 
are the oblique references to the 
horror, the “silences,” as Friedlan- 
der called them. But “silences,” he 
pointed out, aren’t much of a herit- 
age to pass on to future generations. 
Nor, be argued, do histories do real 
justice to the events. A dispassionate 
recording of the facts fails to convey 
the fall madness of the Holocaust. 

SO FAR as Friedlander goes, be is 
certainly right. The obstacles to re- 
capturing and conveying such a mon- 
strous phenomenon as the Holo- 
caust are enormous: However. ibe— 
obsairantist overtones .of Friedfan- , 
der's lecture aredisturbing- Who pas., 
speak of the unspeakable? Who can 
imagine the unimaginable? If we 
can’t get beyond this point, we will 
truly pass on only silence to future 
generations. 

Certainly, we need to be aware of 
the obstacles and difficulties that the 
Holocaust presents for the collective 


memory. But we also need to go 
further. We need to remind 
ourselves how we can overcome 
these obstacles. 

In the first place, we need to pose 
the problem better. Of course, it is 
impossible to convey the fall horror 
of the Holocaust. Even the term, 
“Holocaust.” after all, is only an 
abstraction, a shorthand, like “the 
Renaissance" or “the Middle Ages” 
for referring to a particular historical 
epoch. The term takes on meaning 
only when we give it concreteness, 
when we divide it into its component 
parts, when we give it a human 
dimension. , 

The Holocaust, after-all. was not 
some mysterious black doud that 
Wallowed up six million Jews. Ann 
Frank did not disappear into some 
unearthly fiery pit. Real men took 
her away and murdered her. Real 
men and women, ordinary men and 
women, made the millions of deci- 
sions which together comprise what 
we term “the Holocaust.”

“We remain objective.” says 
Sher. “If emotions were involved, 
we might not be effective.” He adds 
that while the Mengele case has been 
in the limelight recently, it is not the 
only one. Denaturalization proceed- 
ings were started in the mid-1970s 
against Ivan Demyanuk, who had 
been instrumental in the gassing of 
900,000 Jews at Treblinka. De- 
myanuk was to be deported to Rus- 
sia, and then Israel asked for his 
extradition - a landmark derision. In 
prison now, Demyanuk is appealing 
his case. 

SHER'S HOST here. World Jewish 
Congress executive director Israel 
Singer, says that in contrast to 
Mengele. many persons investigated 
by the Office of Special Investiga- 
tions are of Slavic origin. As a result 
there is pressure against such inves- 
tigations by associations of U.S. 
citizens of East European origin. 
Spokesmen for these groups lobby 
the White House against the efforts 
of the OSI, calling its officials 
“dupes of the KGB.” 

“We at the World Jewish Con- 
gress counter these efforts,” Singer 
says. “The more successful we are, 
the more we are attacked.” He 
noted that WJC president Edgar M. 
Bronfman in an unusual step recent- 
ly wrote a letter to all 435 congress- 
men and 100 senators, trying to put 


We also need to remember both 
sides of the Holocaust: both its 
uniqueness and its universal dimen- 
sions. Of course, the Holocaust was 
unique - all historical events are - 
and. of course, it was a Jewish 
tragedy. But the Holocaust was not 
only a Jewish tragedy. For whatever 
reason. Friedlander never alluded to 
Hitler's five milli on gentile victims. 

The more we insist only on the 
Holocaust's Jewish dimension, the 
more we place it out of the general 
range of human experience, and the 
more difficulties we will have in 
remembering and interpreting it. 

The best of the survivors* memoirs 
reflect this universal dimension as 
well as the particular Jewish one. 
Primo Levi, for example, in the 
opening pages of his Survival at 
Auschwitz, reflects on the great uni- 
versal themes of his predicament. 
The terrors of the ancient world - 
slavery, mass slaughters of the inno- 
cent, the transport of peoples into 
exile - had returned to haunt his day. 
The universal dimension helped him 
to understand his dilemma and gave 
him the courage to survive and over- 
come. as his ancestors had done. 

FINALLY, we need to remember 
.that the horrors of the Holocaust can 
and have been captured successfully 
- at least in part. There are memoirs, 
like Levi’s, for example, and works 
of fiction like Borowski’s This Way 
to the Gas, Ladies and Gentlemen, 
which convey more than silence. In 
some ways, they are almost unbear- 
able to read. Nevertheless, using 


pressure on them on this subject. 
“The time to forget is never, and we 
declare war on war criminals,” Sin- 
ger says dramatically. 

“We think that some senators and 
congressmen have been duped on 
this issue,” Singer adds. He explains 
that in the view of the World Jewish 
Congress, President Reagan had 
been misled on the issue of the 
German military cemetery in Bit- 
buzg. an incident that triggered Con- 
gress* strong stand in the matter of 
prosecuting Nazi war criminals living 
in the U.S. “It’s not a matter of 
revenge bat of education.” he says. 
“We don’t fear libel suits, we wel- 
come them,” he adds emphatically. 

While Attorney General Meese 
has personally assured the World 
Jewish Congress of his support. Sin- 
ger says, there are unnamed indi- 
viduals in government who are 
against the efforts of the OSI. 

To balance this attitude, however, 
Neal Sher says that just as he is 
addressing the World Jewish Con- 
gress, be will soon speak to a meet- 
ing of the Polish American Bar 
Association. “It is pan of my job to 
enlighten the public on the issue of 
former Nazi war criminals in our 
midst.” he said. “In my job you deal 
with history, with important events. 
I am honoured and privileged to do 
this work." 

At a small ceremony yesterday 
Neal Sher handed to Yad Vashem 
microfilm cassettes recording the 
cases of six successful prosecutions 
of Nazi war criminals. 


ordinary language, they do convey 
something of the unimaginable and 
the unspeakable. The test of their 
success is that they have survived, 
that new generations turn to them to 
learn and reflect and remember. 

There are films - a medium that 
Friedlander did not mention. Alain 
Resnais' documentary Night and 
Fog, despite the flaws in its universal 
argument, is a good example of the 
medium’s potential. Through a bril- 
liant choice of images, a haunting 
musical score and an understated 
script. Resnais conveys effectively 
the lunacy of the camps and the story 
of an industrial society which turned 
its technical powers to mass slaugh- 
ter and slavery. A more commercial 
production, Sophie's Choice, thanks 
in part to an outstanding perform- 
ance by Meryl Streep, illustrates 
both the horrors of the camps and 
the long-term psychological scars on 
the survivors. All of these works suc- 
ceed because they divide the Holo- 
caust into manageable parts and be- 
cause they illustrate both the univer- 
sal aspect of the experience as well as 
the uniquely Jewish ones. 

No one can say for sure how future 
generations will remember the 
Holocaust. At the endof his lecture. 
Friedlander alluded to the, tradition 
of the Bible. Our memories and 
memorials of the Holocaust will 
probably not achieve such heights. 1 
Nevertheless, that tradition can 
serve us as reassurance and inspira- 
tion that the Holocaust victims - ray 
grandparents included - will have a 
worthy and living memorial.

TEL AVTV. - Teams from 12 coun- 
tries begin their quest for honours in 
the intensive Maccabiah men's bas- 
ketball competition this evening. 
The perennial favourites, the United 
States, plus Israel and Canada are 
rated to have easily the best chances 
of making it to the final next week. 

Israel and Canada are drawn in 
the same group along with Switzer- 
land, Australia, Argentina and 
Venezuela.

TEL AVIV. “These are the best 
Jewish amateur athletes in the Un- 
ited States today,” declared categor- 
ically team manager Arnold Mmkoff 
of his 550- strong U.S. contingent at 
the 12th Maccabiah.

Controversial tour off 


WELLINGTON (Reuter). - New 
Z ea land ’s rugby union has definite- 
ly abandoned its planned tour of 
South Africa but still holds open the 
prospect of trying to reschedule it 
later this year. 

A onion statement read by a 
lawyer to the high court said a court 
order on Saturday bad made it im- 
possible for the tour to go ahead. 

Judge Maurice Casey had said the 
All Blacks should not go to South 
Africa until he ruled on a legal action 
from two rugby-playing lawyers, 
who said tbe four violated the un- 
ion’s constitution which bound it tp 
foster the sport. 

Tbe union said no practical pur- 
pose would be achieved by appealing 
the order and the. tour, which had 
been due to start on July 24, was 
cancelled. 

The cancellation was immediately 
welcomed by opponents of the con- 
troversial tour, including Prime 
Minister David Lange, who told re- 
porters it would have been “totally 
wrong”. Lange said he understood 
the disappointment of the 30-man 
squad, who bad been assembling at 
die weekend to fly to South Africa 
tomorrow. 

“But if you ask me who Ifeel most 
sorry for, it is for the four out of five 


South Africans who don't get a vote- 
...for the 320-odd people. who have; 
been shot there.” he said. 

Rugby fans, however, in this; 
small, isolated nation where the! 
game is followed with near religious 
fervour reacted angrily. 

The attitude of many followers’ 
was summed up by Aubrey Kenny, 
chairman of the provincial Malbor-; 
ough Rugby Union, who said scrap- 
ping the tour amounted to “anar- 
chy”. ; 

‘Tm in despair for democracy- 
...Fm sad for everybody involved, 
but most of all I'm sad for New 
Zealand..” he said. 

In Johannesburg, South African 
rugby boss Danie Craven dismissed; 
as “bloody silly” speculation that the 
blocking of the AU Black tour might! 
stop other tours by overseas teams. 

He declined to comment on 
whether a new tour by New Zealand* 
players could be arranged for later 
this year. The South African media 
have been canvassing the idea of 
staging a major, professional rugby 
circus here and inviting rebel players 
from all over the world . 

Asked about this. Craven said: 
“The papers are full of speculation. 
My imagination doesn't run amok 
with me.”

director said that “we are facing a 
double crisis. Insurance companies 
all over the world suffer hard times 
after a prolonged slump, which has 
shrunken the total market In addi- 
tion the experience of foreign com- 
panies in Israel - in which they lost 
over the years, and particularly in 
1983 - serves to put them off. 

“In view of the state of our sector, 
many foreign companies have left 
■ and others axe thinking about leav- 
ing. Those that still operate here 
have severely reduced the level of 
commissions they pay us for bringing 
-them business." 

Yosef Hachmey led off by praising 
the government’s new economic 
plan, a view he said was shared by 
most of the association's members. 
Hyperinflation was an extremely 
negative phenomenon for the in- 
surance industry, he pointed out. 
Until 1982 the effect of inflation had 
been mixed because of the large . 
investment profits it allowed. “But 
since the passing of the law that 
linked insurance contracts to the 
price index, the negative had com- 
pletely outweighed the positive so 
that the removal of inflation from 
the economy could only benefit the 
companies,” he said. 

Nevertheless, there were specific 
elements in the plan which were 
troublesome to the industry, such as 
the banning of patam dollar- linked 


current accounts and the levy on 
inventory, which for the insurance 
companies meant a tax on their loan 
portfolios. This would have to be 
paid out of their own capital, and 
since most of them have negative 
financial capital, with all their equity 
locked up in real' estate and other 
investments, this would be a major 
burden. Hachmey said that the asso- 
ciation was lobbying to obtain an 
earing of this provision. 

The economy is heading into a 
recession, he noted, and the industry 
was gearing up accordingly. One of 
the responses to the large bite that 
linked insurance premiums were 
taking ont of people’s reduced in- 
comes was the introduction of li- 
mited, or modular policies. In home 
insurance policies, for instance, cus- 
tomers would be offered less cover- 
age fo i damage from electrical 
faults, or flooding or maintenance 
costs, in return for lower premiums. 

Greater self- participation is a fea- 
ture of all the new-sty!e policies and, 
overall, the bill could be cut in half if 
all the comer-cutting options were 
utilized, he said.

- The share market 
showed a remarkable degree of pre- 
science yesterday when it staged a 
very strong advance several hours 
before the publication of the June 
price index, which came in at 14.9% 
- much lower than foe consensus 
figure. 

In fact, even in the morning, 
bonds had fallen in many cases, 
particularly in the doIlar-Unked sec- 
tor. On the other hand, foe dollar- 
linked bank sectors joined in the 
general advance of the share market, 
although at a much gentler pace. 

It was the 6.21% jump in the 
non-bank index, which came on 
volume of over S2.5 million, which 
was the main factor in the 3.11% 
overall gain in the General Share 
Index. Industrials, investment com- 
panies and real estate all joined in, 
but foe scope of the advance is best 
indicated by the 10:1 ratio in adv- 
ances to declines and the almost 
complete absence of sharp falls or 
"sellers only*' situations. 

Some 20 issues, on the other hand, 
were marked “buyers only" for the 
second successive day and will trade 
today free of any limit. 

Market observers will watch to see 
whether the rally will continue 'to- 
day. This will depend most of all on 
whether the government and Histad- 
rut will manage to wrap up an agree- 
ment overnight and thus prevent 
labour chaos in the economy. The 
market clearly believed yesterday 
that foe chances of this were good. 

The converse to a higher share - 
market is. at least in this context of 
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reduced inflation, a weaker bond 
market, as linked investments be- 
come less desirable, at least tempor- 
arily. Thus a continued share boom 
is likely to be accompanied by falling 
bond prices for the next few days. Of 
course, if foe wage front falls apart, 
all bets are off. But then there will be 
no market trading during a strike, so 
it won't matter much anyway.

THE RELATIVELY modest rise in the consumer price index f. 
for the month of June - if a monthly price inflation of 14.9 per 
cent, the highest ever for a June, can be called “modest" - will., 
no doubt improve the chances of agreement between the \\ 
government and the Histadrut. At least the wage erosion that \ 
took place before the announcement of the new stabilization 
programme turns out to have been a few percentage points less 
than predicted. 

It is understandable that Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda’i 
should have received the news that things are bad, but could 
have been worse, with cautious gratification. However, he 
offered the conclusion that producers and retailers, faced with 
slackening demand, were unable to charge in full the official 
price increases authorized last month. 

The facts do not support that complacent interpretation. As 
the spokesman of the Central Bureau of Statistics explained 
yesterday, there was an absolute seasonal fall in the prices of 
fruit and vegetables and, since no cost-of-living allowance was 
paid in June, housing costs went up by only 10 per cent. When 
these two components are excluded from the index, the rise 
turns out to have been 18.S per cent — almost exactly as 
predicted. Moreover, the wholesale price index for industrial 
products rose by 16.6 per cent - also no indication of any 
inability, so far, to exact the full officially approved price 
increases. 

Mr. Moda'i will apparently not be budged from the theory 
that ours is primarily a demand inflation, and that the way to 
cure it is to throttle back demand - and the sharper, the better. 
The government's stabilization programme does that, primari- 
ly by a further sharp erosion of real wages through a massive 
price shock. However, the main thrust of the programme, after 
this initial price shock, is on the cost side. 

That is how it should be, but the not-yet-wrapped-up 
agreements reached between the government and the Histad- 
rut already seem to nibble away at the planned stabilization. 
Wage increases are promised not only in order to mitigate the 
initial price shock - which is the right thin g to do - but also from 
October to next March. From what is known so far, these 
promised wage hikes do not depend on what the rate of 
inflation will be between October and March. 

Since the monthly wage increases are to be confined to a 
mere 3 per cent, they will not, by themselves, push inflation 
back to the verge of hyperinflation. But they may well signal 
settling down again to a “comfortable" monthly inflation of five 
per cent, with wages, devaluation, prices and the supply of 
money once more moving up in tandem. 

If this is to be the trend.of development, it will be the exact 
opposite of what the government's stabilization programme set 
out to accomplish. Its goal was to stop inflation, not to slow it 
down, and if the programme's interpreters foresaw an inflation 
rate of 2-3 per cent a month by October, they did so because of 
the uncertainties of the programme and not because continued 
inflation was a target. 

Government spokesmen insist that the concessions so far 
made to the Histadrut are within the margins of safety that will 
not jeopardize the success of the stabilization programme. 
There are grounds for believing that the government has indeed 
overshot the mark insofar as it concerns the initial wage erosion 
of July - coining on top of the accumulated erosion of May and 
June. It should therefore have been more flexible with respect 
to the compensation that was to be paid in early July and will 
now be paid by the beginning of August. But it should have 
insisted on keeping wages stable from then on, for the success 
of the entire programme depends on keeping the major cost 
components of wages and the exchange rate stable. 

It would no doubt, have been difficult for the Histadrut to 
accept a real wage freeze when there is no assurance that 
inflation will indeed come down. After all, the government has 
accompanied its programme with a succession of changing 
predictions- and ban even predicted that prices in June will turn 
out to have gone up by 19-20 per cent. However, it should not 
have been impossible to reach an accord with the Histadrut for 
a new deal after October, depending on the success of the 
government's programme by then. 

For such an accord to be feasible, the government would 
have bad to raise the present compensation. Instead of paying 
now rather than later, thus improving the chances of reaching 
stability, the government and the Histadrut already seem to 
have agreed on an inbuilt renewal of inflation from October 
onward. 

Maccabiah cheer 

THE 12th MACCABIAH Games that opened in Ramat Gan 
last night could not have been better timed. 

In the atmosphere of gloom and almost doom enveloping the 
land, the Games offer the people ten days during which they 
can share in something other than economic chaos, industrial 
strife and political skulduggery. We can participate vicariously 
in the efforts of 4,000 Jewish sportsmen from around the globe 
to excel in 29 different sports. 

It was a very wise decision to play down this time the flags and 
national backgrounds of the competitors, and to stress that the ' 
finest Jewish sportsmen in the world are getting together in a 
spirit of camaraderie. The Olympics are maned by the sight of 
the flags and the sound of the anthems of the nations to which 
the victors happen to belong. 

Besides, it is the underlying notion of the Maccabiah, is it 
not, that Jews, including Jewish sportsmen, are one people. 

A remarkable offshoot of this decision was the move to house 
the athletes, not according to the countries from which they 
hail, as was the custom in the past and is the rule at the 
Olympics, but according to the sports in which they are 
engaging. This has a practical gain, too - it will ease logistical 
problems, such as transport, and it should also bring emotional 
rewards in the breakdown of barriers. 

Michael Kevehazi. chairman of the organizing committee, 
made the point in an interview that the Maccabiah is above all a 
sporting event, and that its importance as a Zionist happening, 
a Jewish youth social gathering and a catalyst of aliya is 
secondary. 

That is doubtless true, but nevertheless the Maccabiah 
Games do have these other aspects. It is good to have 
delegations from 39 lands in the Diaspora coming together in 
the Jewish homeland. An indication of .the far-flung nature of 
the Diaspora is that there are representatives of countries such 
as Zaire, Guam, the Virgin Islands and Monaco at the Games, 

It is regrettable of course that the Soviet bloc countries, for 
well-known reasons, are not represented. Although East 
Europe is represented - Yugoslavia having sent a contingent 
for the first time since World War 11. 

As for aliya, immigrants who won gold medals at past 
Maccabiahs have made vast contributions to Israeli sports since 
they settled in this country. To cite but one example, Tal Brodie 
did more than play basketball in Israel: his dedication inspired a 
generation of basketballers, and he has transformed the game 
here. Many other past Maccabiah sportsmen have not only 
raised standards immeasurably in Israel as players, but have 
also spread their influence, by way of coaching and administra- 
tion, throughout Israeli sport. 

Not all 4,000 competitors can win gold medals, but we wish 
them all “Good hunting” during die coming ten days of 
competition.

New settlers in Israel often com- 
plain of being told to go back to the 
country they came from.

No Jewish Israeli (except 
possibly a member of the Cana anile 
sect) would tell an immigrant point- 
blank to go away. 

First, the newcomer expatiates at 
length on Israel's shortcomings com- 
pared with his land of origin - 
“Travel is tax-free there, whereas 
Israelis are ‘prisoners of Zion'," and 
so on until the Israeli explodes: “If 
it's so much better abroad, why don't 
you go back?” 

There- is the tale of a visitor to a 
sumptuous yacht who asks how 
much it cost. “If you ask chat ques- 
tion, you can't afford it," is the 
owner's reply. 

A similar answer could be given to 
the what-do-I r get-for-my-money 
questions from the Diaspora: “If you 
keep asking how the Jewish- state 
compares with other countries, you 
won't manage to settle here." 

MANY PEOPLE here and abroad 
believe the sole justification for liv- 
ing in Israel is it is better than 
alternative places. Points are given 
on a kind of Richter scale for wages , 
taxes, bureaucracy, the obligation to 

AS A JOURNALIST. I am 
ashamed that one of my colleagues 
apparently had to fall victim to 
police brutality before a proper hue 
and cry about the subject was raised 
in the media.

do military service (Israel does not 
score well on that), job availability, 
politeness in shops, etc. 

The more idealistic type of Zionist 
is above that, looking down on mate- 
rial considerations. He wants to 
know how Israel stands in the spir- 
itual field, but his calculation at the 
end is the same. If the Jewish state 
does not offer something morally 
better - a superior quality of life, a 
higher standard of public service, 
more Jewish patriotism, more reli- 
gious devotion or whatever- there is 
□o point in coining. 

While there is an agreed interna- 
tional scale for measuring earth- 
quakes, there is no agreed scale for 
measuring the good life: Should 
Israel be a land of high taxes, in 
which the government supplies 
housing for everybody, including 
many who cannot pay for it? Or 
should it be a country of low taxes, in 
which everybody has to look after 
himself? 

Should Israel be cheap and drab 
like the Soviet Union, or expensive 
and glittery like the U.S.? Should 
the sabra be perky and brash (that is, 
rude) or courteous and submissive 
(that is, ingratiating)? Should the 
country be made Orthodox by law or 
should it be free-thinking? 

Israel cannot be all things to all 
men. Israel is not a utopia, nor does 
it claim to be. If it were a utopia, we 
would have to open our gates to all 
regardless of race, colour or creed. 
The test, if any, would have to be by 
merit: which utopian individuals 
most deserve to live in a utopian 
state? 

Jews are not utopian individuals, 
but ordinary human beings like ev- 
erybody else. They have a habit of 
moving, dating back through the 
centuries. They used to flee from 
persecution, seeking a place where 
they would be tolerated. 

They now seek not just a safe 
place, but also the best place, as a 
tourist seeks the best hotel. Russian 


Jews want the U.S.. not Portugal or 
Bolivia although they would be just 
as free there of anti-Semitic persecu- 
tion. The U.S. is preferred because it 
offersthe greenest pastures. 

'WHAT DOES Israel offer? The 
answer is as old as the Bible. It offers 
a national home for die, Jewish peo- 
ple. Its quality is not that it is rich, 
beautiful, egalitarian or free of 
travel taxes. Its quality- is that it is . 
Jewish, which 'is why it is open to- 
Jewish people in particular 

Israel will be as nice a country as 
the Jews make it. If it is less adv- 
anced than say. Sweden, perhaps the : 
reason is that the Jews who come to I 
Israel are less advanced than the ! 
people who live in Sweden. 

• The situation can easily be re- 
medied by halting the immigration 
of Jews and bringing in Swedes in- 
stead. Then Israel would be more 
utopian, but less Jewish. 

In condescending to choose Israel, 
the Jews are not doing anyone a 
favour. They Should remember that 
the boot is also on the other foot. 
Israel has a choice, too, and thank- 
fully it chooses the Jews. The Jews 
could do better? So could Israel. The 
Russian Jews prefer America. Israel 
could be snooty likewise, admit 
other ethnic groups, and slap a quota 
on the Jews. Would any other group 
come? 

Like to bet? 

The Diaspora can take comfort 
that such a revision of immigration 
policy, though favoured by the UN. 
will not happen. Israel is going to 
re main a Jewish state, and Jews will 
continue to come, even though the 
inflow may be a trickle. 

A nation in that respect is like a 
family. Why does a man care for his ^ 
grandmother? She is not a great 
beauty like Greta Garbo, or a great 
intellectual like Eleanor Roosevelt, 
or a great athlete like Billie Jean 
King. But she has one virtue that all 
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those distinguished women lack. She 
is his grandmother. 

Israel is the national home of the 
Jewish people. It can he better if the 
Jews make it better, itcan be worse if 
the Jews make it worse. They are 
currently doing their best to make it 
worse. Jews in the West treat Israel 
like a camp for social cases; they 
send tbe poor, the maimed and the 
persecuted. The rich and the qual- 
ified stay away. 

Sending 15.000 Ethiopian Jews 
will not raise Israel's living stan- 
dards. not that it bothers us. Our job 
is to receive Jews, not technologists. 
Sending 15.000 Americans would 
raise living standards, and it is a pity 
they do not come. That's not be- 
cause Israel wants higher living stan- 
dards, but because Israel wants to 
ingather the Jews.

A bio w to police credibility

He was pummelled for hours in a 
police station, dragged by his heels 
down a flight of steps and psycholo- 
gically abused by uniformed sadists. 
Hearing about it has done far more 
than shake one man's faith in law- 
enforcement officers. If this can hap- 
pen to Rahamim Israeli, one must, 
as the Hebrew idiom has it. draw the 
proper conclusions. 

The sad fact is we have become 
accustomed to suspects crying police 
brutality, to defendants claiming 
that their confessions were extracted 
under duress. As a result, we have 
come to brush their accusations 
aside as routine. 


BUT NO more. Because of what 
happened to Rahamim Israeli - not 
the journalist but the man - l will 
never again dismiss a charge of 
police violence as axiomatic or pro 
forma. I shall accept it until the 
police prove otherwise. 

This attitude is unfair, but it is the 
price the police must pay - not just 
for the damage they did to Raba- 
mim, but for the damage they 
wreaked on their own credibility. 

In recent months the police have 
been on the defensive because of 
reports of excessive police violence - 
(just how much violence is exces- 
sive?) and the staggering number of 


arrests that foiled to result even in 
charges, much less convictions. 

Now there are calls for a commis- 
sion of inquiry into why this news 
photographer was arrested and 
savagely abused. I approve the call 
and wish that such a commission 
could determine the toot causes of 
such occurrences. 

I readily grant that this nation's 
police officers must carry out tasks 
that most police forces are not re- 
quired to engage in. However, is the 
burden of fighting terrorism, coping 
with homicidal drivers, pacifying 
violent demonstrators and otherwise 
dealing with a public notoriously 


asking themselves whether Israel is 
comfortable, tolerant, posh, idealis- 
tic, cheap or appreciative enough of 
their sacrifice in coming.

Many Jew's have said “yes" to 
that. Therefore. Israel exists and 
thrives. People looking for big in- 
comes, big cars, big apartments, big 
everything should stay away. Israel 
is not for them. 

disdainful of law and order so diffi- 
cult that the result must be the 
brutalization of the police force? 

We certainly would not like to 
accept the proposition that Israel's 
police merely reflect the society at 
large. It very well may be that as with 
the preposterous underfunding of 
our school system and health ser- 
vice, which long pre-dates the cur- 
rent economic crisis, we simply have 
the police force that we pay for- and 
we don’t have the force that we 
won't pay for. 

Interestingly, unlike other public 
servants - if that is not a mutually 
' exclusive term in this country - the 
police are not anticipating a cutback 
in budget. Nevertheless, Mr. Police 
Minister, we would ail benefit from 
some sackings from the force. Start 
with the uniformed thugs who ap- 
plied “excessive police brutality" to 
my friend Rahamim.

Sir, - It is unfortunate, to say the 
least, that the government can dic- 
tate the firing of 10,000 civil service 
employees without any significant 
protest from others than those 
directly affected.

‘MAPS WITH CHAPS’ 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir. - I refer to Michael Comay's 
article of July 1, “The territorial 
dilemma" and wish to take issue with 
his dictum. “If we want to keep the 
maps, we have to keep the chaps” 
which is not necessarily true. 

Precedents show that alternatives, 
though quite drastic, have brought 
excellent results. Exchanges of 
populations such as between Greece 
and Turkey early this century, and 
Poland and East Germany after 
World War II, resulted in peace and 


far more normalized relations than 
before. Insistence on a status quo 
whereby two groups of people anta- 
gonistic to each other are forced into 
neighbourhood by purely political 
considerations has not resulted in 
peace. 

That the time may not be ripe 
actively to consider such a move now 
is another matter. But the principle 
of maps with chaps is not one which 
shows historic success.
